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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 



1. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 9 recites the range 40 to 90 percent, but also recites "preferably 60 percent to 80 
percent." It is unclear what the scope of the range applicant is trying to claim is. For the purpose 
of examination on the merits, it is assumed that the range is 60 to 80 percent. 



2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 1-1 1 and 16-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Evans 
1,462,804. 

Evans discloses a chaffer including 

- a frame (10) 

- a plurality of air jets (1 7') dimensioned and configured to provide an air blast 

- a plurality of screens with apertures (17) 

The apertures are configured to admit crop and have a minimal flow of air therethrough. 

In regards to claims 2-4 and 7, the chaffer is made of a plurality of individual chaffing 
elements (16), which are coterminous and each comprises at least one air jet and at least one 
screen (Fig. 1). 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
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In regards to claim 8, the at least one of the plurality of air jets is too powerful to admit 
the crop being chaffed. 

In regards to claim 9, the apertures cover between 60 to 80 percents of the surface area of 
the screen. (Fig. 5) 

In regards to claims 6, 10 and 1 1, the air blast is perpendicular to the plurality of 
apertures and parallel to the surface of the screens. (Fig. 2) 

In regards to claims 5, 16-17, the air jets are located on at least one riser and are a 
distance from the joint of the screen and the riser (Fig. 2). 

4. Claims 12-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by EP 312655 
(Desnijder). 

Desnijder discloses a crop chaffer (23) including: 

- a plurality of coterminously positioned removable chaffing elements (94) with 
element frames (96) 

- a frame (91) 

- a hinge pivot (103) 

an alignment notch (1 02) 

- a spring (111) that urges the front end of the chaffing elements to rotate away 
from its seated position within the frame.
